Gold and silver com have in all ages 


constituted, the money of the wortd, 
and ths demonetization of either menus 
an appreciation from the value of 
money, a fall in the pncc* of com 
moditiea, a diminution of the profits of 
legitimate business, a continuing in- 
crease m the burden of debts, a with- 
drawal of money from the channels of 
trade and uidxistry where it no longer 
yields a safe and sure return and its idle 
accumulation in the bauks and the great 
money centers of th« country. 


Then is no health or soundness in a 
financial system under which a hoarded 
dollar is productive of increase to its 
possessor* while an invested dollar yields 
a constantly diminishing return, 


The bimetallists' standard of silver and 
•old has behind it the experience of 
ages, and has been tested and approved 
by the enlightened and deliberate judg- 
.jchant of mankind. 


The very year th&t marked the change 


from the bimetallic to the single gold 
standard is the very year that marked 
the change from a condition of rising 
prices, large profits, general content- 
ment and great prosperity to a condition 
of falling prices, diminishing profits, in- 
security of investments, unemployed 
labor and a heavy depression in all 
branches of trade and industry. Gen- 
eral prosperity ended •with the demone- 
tization of silver and the advent of the 
gold standard 


The centralization of wealth has gone 
hand m hand with the sprout of pov- 
erty. The pauper and the plutocrat are 
twin children of the same vicious and 
nnholy sysfc m. The situation is fnll of 
menace to the liberties of the people 
and the life si the republic. The issue 
is enfra^cnisement or hopeless servi- 
tude. 


Every International monetary confer- 
no* that has been called, every demand 
n this country and in Europe for an m- 
eraational agreement to re-establish the 
)im«tallic standard, is a confession that 
;he demonetization of silver was a blun- 
ler if not a crime, that its consequences 
lave been disastrous, and that the con- 
ditions that it has brought are full of 
menace and of peril. 


We believe m a money of stable 


value; we believe least of all in an ap 
jreciatiUg standard; it is only throngh 
;he practical operation of bimetallism 
that a stable standard of value can be 
secured.

N. O. Nelson, the St Louis manu- 


facturer who has done so much in the 
intereata of co-operation and profit shar- 
ing among working people, has written 
it paper on the subject of co-operative 
ucieties.

Iu all of our experiment* tbe whey 


was run through the separator iinmedi- 
ately after it was drawn and before it 
bad cooled down. It waa at thU stage, 
of course, slightly acid and tbe result- 
ing cream was in good condition to 
chum at once after being reduced to the 
proper temperature. We have bad no 
difficulty, however, BO far aa tbe flavor 
of the butter was concerned, in holding 
the whey 24 or even 48 boon in some 
cases, but would strongly recommend 
that the whey creamJae churned as noon 
as convenient after reparation. In one 
case where it was attempted to hold the 
whey 48 hours before separating, tbe 
development of lactic acid went so far 
that the flavor of the butter was spoiled. 
The practical point seems to be that tbe 
whey should be separated at once wad 
where possible the cream churned quick- 
ly, and preferably in any case the whey 
cream should not be held more than 24 
hours. 


The cream from the whey, containing 


as it does very little casein, was very 
easily, quickly and completely churned 
at a low temperature. The moat com- 
plete churning was obtained when tbe 
ehnrn was started at a temperature from 
48 degrees F. to 54 degrees F. , the time 
required in most cases being less tban 
30 minutes. 


In regard to the quality of butter, af 


before stated, butter male from the 
whey ir.ts guiie into the Baind market OE 
the buffer made in the ordinary way. 
Good judges who have seen the two 
kinds of butter side by side have been 
in same cashes unable to detect which 
was mode from whey and which from 
cream. In other cases slight inferiority 
in test lire and flavor have been noticed 
in the whey butter. That it is possible 
to make butter of good commercial qual- 
ity we have clearly shown. Whether ot 
not it can be done at a profit; is the prac- 
tical question for the ordinary factory- 
uiou. 


In order to enable the ordinary fac- 


tory to utilize the fat wasted in this 
way it would be necessary to provide 
storage capacity for a large part of the 
whey produced in any given day, and a 
centrifugal separator, churn and butter 
worker. In cases where moro than one 
vat of milk is made up, by so arranging 
the work th.it tlie whey would be drawn 
from the vats at different times, it 
would not be necessary to provide so 
much storage, for the separator could be 
started as soon as the first whey was 
drawn, and much of the whey could be 
gotten out of the way before the last vat 
was ready. 


In bulletin 65 of the New York ex- 


periment station Dr. L. L. Van Slyke 
gives the average of a large number of 
analyses of whey made by him during 
tbe season of 1893. This work repre- 
sents analyses of whey made at 50 differ- 
ent factories m eight counties of the 
state, extending from April to October, 
and the average of the whole shows . 89 
of 1 per cent of fat in the whey. As- 
suming this to be a fair average of the 
percentage of fut in all the whey pro- 
duced in the btate, we should have 
4,848,362 pounds of fat lost in the wb,ey, 
Allowing that the butter contained 85 
per cent of fat aud providing for all 
mechanical losses in tho manufacture, 
we should make from this amount of 
fat 4, 776, 598 pounds of butter, which 
Ht 20 ceuts per pound would be worth 
|905,819, or qbout 50 cents for eqcb 
cow in the state. 


In nearly all of the factories in the 


state this butter would find a home mar- 
ket among tho patrons of the factory, so 
tbat tho expense of packages and market- 
ing need not be taken into account, and 
the saving would be a clear one to the pa- 
trons. — Professor Wing in Cornel} Unj-
